Greenbelt Adds 325 
To List of Voters 

Greenbelt’s registered voter list 
increased by 325 on the past two 
Tuesdays, special registration dates. 
Democrats accounted for nearly 83 
per cent with 268; Republicans reg¬ 
istered 50, independents, 6 , and Pro¬ 
gressives, 1 . 

Approximately 5600 new voters 
were registered throughout Prince 
Georges County, with figures un¬ 
available last night on a few pre¬ 
cincts. 

Vote Next Year 

First opportunity for new voters 
in Maryland to use their elective 
power will be September, 1950, 
when the two major panties hold 
primaries. Senator Millard E. Tyd- 
ings (D.) will see the end of his six- 
year term in 1950, and the two-year 
term of Lansdale G. Sasscer (D.) 
Representative from the 5th Con¬ 
gressional District, will also expire 
next year. In order to be consider¬ 
ed by one of the political panties for 
candidacy in the November elec¬ 
tions, aspirants must file a petition 
to that effect before the closing 
date, which is some weeks before 
the primary. 

Locally, Greenbelters have been 
promised at least two more special 
registration days before the pri¬ 
maries. In the meantime, registra¬ 
tion is open during office hours at 
Upper Marlboro. 


GHA Members Vote 
To Adjust Charages 

Members of the Greenbelt Health 
Association voted at a meeting 
Tuesday night to adjust association 
fees to improve its financial situa¬ 
tion. Monthly dues for children 
were changed from 50 cents each to 
75 cents, and the maximum dues for 
a family from $4.50 to $ 6 . 

First office call in any 7-day pe¬ 
riod will cost $ 1 , and the first home 
call in a 7-day period will now cost 
$ 2 , instead of $ 1 ; however, no 
charge will be made for routine of¬ 
fice checkups in obstetrical cases, 
or for office calls to receive injec¬ 
tions. 

Prepayment Voted 

To assure GHA sufficient operat¬ 
ing cash immediately, each member 
family will be asked for a $10 pre¬ 
payment of dues, which will be 
credited to the family’s account at 
the rate of $1 per month, starting 
January 1. 

Robert Morrow, GHA president, 
stated at the meeting that members 
now owe the association about 
$1600 in extra charges from the last 
90-day period, and that if this were 
collected promptly the association 
would be in a better position to han¬ 
dle its current expenses. 

Meet Again 

Members present decided that an¬ 
other meeting should be held in 
three months to review the financial 
status of the association. Mean¬ 
while, the board of directors will 
continue efforts to obtain a second 
full-time physician.

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Squad Asks Help 

Several weeks ago the Greenbelt 
Rescue Squad, a volunteer organi¬ 
zation which provides free ambu¬ 
lance and first aid service to the 
people of Greenbelt, distributed 
some pamphlets telling of their ac¬ 
tivities and needs. They appealed 
to the people for money to carry on 
the work which they are doing. 

However, only a few kind and 
thoughtful people troubled them¬ 
selves to send to the Squad some 
money in the return address envel¬ 
opes which were provided with the 
pamphlets. 

On the other hand the members, 
themselves, respond >to ambulance 
calls day or night, whether conven¬ 
ient or not. All they know, is that 
someone, somewhere, needs them. 

Now the Rescue Squad needs 
you; you whom they have helped 
so much, and you whom they may 
help tomorrow. The Rescue Squad 
will cease to be, unless you are will¬ 
ing to help. They are employing 
an old 1937 Buick, an ambulance, 
with no rescusitator, inadequate first 
aid supplies, and scarcely enough 
money to buy the various inciden¬ 
tals necessary to operate the ambu¬ 
lance. All they have is a small 
group of young men, with first aid 
experience, enriched by completing 
an advanced course in first aid from 
dhe American Red Cross. 

The members of the Squad want 
to help you. They cannot do this 
unless you first help them. 

If you want Greenbelt to have an 
ambulance service, to safeguard you 
and your children, then now is -the 
time for you to act. This is your 
organization and its fate is up to 
you.

November 8, 1949 

May I take this opportunity to 
correct a statement which appeared 
in the November edition of a lead¬ 
ing Washington paper. In report¬ 
ing the Council meeting of Novem¬ 
ber 7, the article stated that “the 
Council would meet in closed ses¬ 
sion on November 10 with officials 
of the GVHC.”
